WHEREAS, the Town of New Hartford had been approached by the Zoeckler’s in 2018, who are 
interested in purchasing a small piece of land near their property on Mallard Brook Lane, formerly 
known as Jecen Road; and

WHEREAS, the New Hartford Town Board, on October 5, 2018, adopted a Resolution “to authorize the 
Town Attorney to go forward with the sale of a small strip of land in front of the Zoeckler’s residence, 
including obtaining an appraisal of the subject property, all of which will be subject to the Zoeckler’s 
paying all associated legal fees and permissive referendum if the Town Board actually approves it.”

Police Sub-station 
Councilman Messa suggested utilizing the vacant railroad station (Donovan Memorial) on Elm Street 
Chadwicks as a Police Sub-station.  The Town owns the building and use by the Police Department would 
help with visibility in that area.  Police Chief Inserra had been contacted and thought this would be a 
good move and clean up the area.  Highway Foreman Chris Moran acknowledged that the Highway 
employees could perform the labor.  Upon motion of Councilman Messa and duly seconded by 
Councilman Woodland, the following Resolution was presented for adoption:

RESOLVED, that the New Hartford Town Board does hereby authorize conversion of the Donovan 
Memorial station owned by the Town of New Hartford to be used as a Police Department Sub-station on 
Elm Street Chadwicks, near Brooks Lane the Donovan Memorial Park.

Lease of Town Property – Edwards Ambulance 
With regard to the December 4, 2019, Resolution, adopted subject to a permissive referendum, the 
Town Clerk had arranged publication of same in The Observer Dispatch, and posted same on the Town 
Clerk Bulletin Board and Town website.  Town Attorney raised a question about leasing tax exempt 
property , or a portion thereof, and mentioned the Word Of Life church which lost their exemption 
when they leased part of their building; he will consult with Town Assessor Darlene Abbatecola on this 
matter.  Councilman Messa introduced the following Resolution for adoption; seconded by Councilman 
Woodland:

RESOLVED, that the Town’s December 4, 2019, Resolution to lease a portion of the new Municipal 
Building at 8635 Clinton Street, New Hartford, had been adopted with no opposing petition having been 
filed with the Town Clerk; now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that the Town Board does hereby agree to enter into a lease on a month-to-month basis and 
that said written lease be prepared by the Town Attorney.

Woodland about this up-coming meeting to be held February 5, 2020 and it’s expected that the Town 
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Board will vote on the Conifer project.  Residents will be urged to attend this meeting and to present 
their questions and concerns prior to the Town Board vote.

Supervisor Miscione opened up the meeting for anyone wishing to address the Town Board.  No one 
came forth.
